are deſigned not for Cruelty,but amendment of Manners,ut Pee 
ad paucos Terror ad omnes perveniat, that by due Puniſhments 
inflicted on a few, all being terrified, may deſiſt from 11] Pradtices, 
ſo here his moſt gracious Mijeſties indulgent Mercy was pleaſed 
'to extend it (elf to leveral of theſe wretched MalefaCtors, . from 
whom there might be any hopes of future Reformation, 
The poor Creature tryed for killing of her Baſtard-childe, 
in- conſideration of! all Girckmltmers, and that ſhe was con- 
viſfed: ontly wpon the feverity of the Statute, obtained a Re. 
rieve. So likewife did the two men and one woman about 
killiog the Bayhff in Dltchy-lane 3 and the two women and 
one man touching the death of the Bayliff at Weſtavinſter ; and 
Gyeral others.

John Hurſt, the other Highway-arat, hdd formerly been cott-

He feem'd not to be much 
regardful of his Condition, but firſt fed himſelf with hopes of 
Reprieve, and at laſt ſeem'd too much indifferent concerning

Edward Jarvis was convicted upon two IndiQments ; and 
beſides, had been formerly concerned in Felonious attempts and 
received Fovour. | 

John Martin and Tho. Dod, ſeemed to outward: avpeara 
the molt peniteat of all the company. They ps Conirry: 
their former [l]-ſpent time, and were very frequently and fervent- 
ly 1n Prayer for pardon and forgiveneſs for all their Sins, 
which they freely acknowledged to be moſt horrid in quality, 
and Innumerable in number. 

_ George Butler was now convicted for ſtealing of att Horſe: but 
be had been burnt in the-hand before, and _ long fince broke 
PrifP4, at coelmsford in Eſſex; and ſo could expect no further 
mercy. 

Charles Michener and Iſaac Whitacre, were Partners 1n Iniqui- 
ty, and” had broken up a Gentlewomans houſe at BaſingFoke in 
Hempſhire, and took thence a great quantity of Plate and Mo- 
neyz of which, the latter they had ſpent, the former was found 
with them whenthey were apprehended ofn'gnother pecafion'by 
an honeſt Thief-taker at Wapping 3 who ſecing ſo much old-fa- 
{fioh'd Plate in their cuſtody, pAHiann yok. ad robb'd ſome 
Church ; but preſſing them with much irfiþ6tranity, he prevailed 
with ther to confeſs where they hat itz and fent the Owner rno- 
tice in a Letterz/ wha now came up and coffvicted: them, They 
were old hardened Thieves, and behaved themſelves very au- 
dicioully, | 

lt —_ very fad thing to hear, the night btfors they ſuffered,

niſhment that was approaching. Though three or four of them 
appeared more ſerions, and with abundance of Tears acknow- 
ledged the guilt of their former wicked- lives, begging heartily 
Forgiveneſs of God, and all thoſe that they had injured by their 
villainous and pernicious Pradtices, 

'Tis ſtrange and mioſt (ad, to conſider the corrupt natare of 
Man, how prone, nay fixt to. all kind bf Evil, that no Exhorta- 
tion, no Examples, though ſo numerdus here almoſt every month 
of their fellow-Griminals, can reclaim them. The true reafon 
no doubt is expreſſed by the Plalmift, God is not in all their 
thoughts, Fear and Shame are the two great Bridles of humane 
Nature : But theſe, Reſtraints they had long fiace ſhook ws

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and by a (ctled Habit of Debauchery, ſtifled all the Alarms of 
Conſcience, and quench'd the ſtriving motions of Grace and the 
Holy Spirit 5 ſo that they were grown to that Diabolical ſtare, 

to commit all Wickednels with greedineſs, and withont any Re- 
morſe :,, Never awaken'd with any apprehenſjons of Religion, - 
or regard to the everlaſting Condition of their precious Souls, 

till the dreadful Sentence of Death ſummon'd them to give a 
ſudden amazing Account, for which they were no way pre- 
pared ; but in a ſtupid Horrour, fill'd with Terrour and Con- 
fuſion, were- hurried out of the World. A moſt deplorable 
Caution to all ſuch defperate Sinners, to turn from the Evil of 
their ways, whilſt there 1s yet a door of Hope left open, that 
they may not be ſurprized with the like Conſternations, when' 
nothing remains before their eyes, but a certain untimely Death,

Bue Chriftian Woodward (cqudemaed to be - bunch 
ata Stake in Smithfield.) was'not Executed till the 
afternoon ; the having had all the time given her that 
poſſibly - could be granted, to: make her applications 
for a Reprieve. But no Reprieve could be obtained 3 
the Crime being ſo notorious, and the praQtiſe of it. 
grown ſo frequent.
